A 15-year old boy was 
shot to death Saturday night 
and the victim’s father is 
being held on a murder 
charge,

Stanley St. died about 6 p.m, 
of a 32-caliber bullet wound 
to the heart, according to 
District Attorney Allen Ed- 
ward Cook, 

Cook said the father, 
Marvin Townsend, 44, was 
charged with first-degree 
murder and held with bond. 

Police said Mrs. Towns- 
end told them her son had 
jut come infroma_ paper 
route and was watching te- 
levision when 
told him to stand, 

Mrs. Townsend told po- 
lice that the boy stood and 
asked his father to stop 
joking with him, She said 
the elder Townsend drew 
a revolver from his belt 
and shot the boy at close 
range, police said. 

Cook said that animosity 
allegedly had been building 
up between the boy and his 
father over a period of 
years, “‘but we don’t know 
that this was the motive.’’

Mosquitos Don’t 


Prefer Blonds 
Scientists Say 


Scientists have recently 
discovered that mosquitos 
definitely do prefer dark skin 
to light—when looking for a 
bite. The little rascals go for 
humans with relatively high 
skin temperature, who are in 
fine health and perspire mod- 
erately, 

Individuals who are highly 
active, wear perfumes or 
after-shaving lotions and 
wear dark clothing complete 
the picture of the insect’'s 
delight. 

Actually there is no poison 
in a mosquito bite. The fe- 
male’s saliva, which is in- 
jected beneath your skin to 
help her digest your drop of 
blood, contains a_ protein 
which is foreign to your body. 
As a result your body pro- 
duces an antibody. When 


these substances unite, hista- - 


mine is liberated, So it is the 
histamine from your own 
body that raises the bump 
and causes your skin to itch.

More Vets 
Get Schooling 


During Year 


School enrollments 
among Vietnam veterans 
increased during fiscal 
year 1970 by an unprece- 
dented 31 per cent over 
the previous year, bring- 
ing the total number of en- 
rolees in Veterans Admin- 
istration training program 
to 1,211,000, 

“Tf the trendcontinues,”’ 
Administrator of Veteran 
Affairs Donald E, John- 
son predicted, ‘‘more vet- 
erans will have trained 
during the first five years 
of the current G,J.Bill than 
during the 13-year span of 
the Korean Conflict G.I, 
Bill.’”’ 

Growing fastest among 
the many programs to en- 
courage veterans, their 
survivors and servicemen 
on active duty to continue 
their education or job pre- 
paration is on-the-job 
training, with a jump of 
76 percent over the 1969 
enrollment. Some 117,000 
veterans enrolled during 
1970 in the programs un- 
der which yeterans who 
work in approved training 
positions receive VA allo- 
wances during the training 
period, 

Included in this year’s 
enrollment are 87,000ser- 
vicemen on active duty at- 
tending colleges and 
schools below college- 
level--all under the G.I, 
Bill, 

A 29 per cent growth 
was noted in the number 
of disabled veterans train- 
ing under vocational re- 
habilitation programs 
bringing the total to 24,500 
veterans in such VA- 
supervised programs, 

There were 52,500wives 
widows, and children of 
permanently and totally 
disabled or deceased ve- 
terans receiving educa- 
tional assistance, Thiswas 
a 14 per cent increaseover 
last year,

Losses from burglary and 
larceny are called inventory 
“shrinkage.” 

As a result, consumers 
must pay higher prices to 
compensate for the goods lost 
to thieves plus the cost of 
business security measures to 
discourage thefts. 

Stores across the country 
are spending millions of dol- 
lars for security programs 
ranging from chained-down 
merchandise to elaborate 
guard systems and electronic 
detection devices to halt 
thievery, 

During the 1960's larceny 
(theft of merchandise worth 
$50 and over) rose 199 per- 
cent and all burglary, from 
homes and commercial estab- 
lishments, rose 117 percent, 
according to the latest FBI 
Crime Index.

Yes, spring and summer 
have come and gone, but 
fall will come and then the 
long cold winter months 
will follow, As I look back 
to vacation time, I really 
cannot be too proud, you 
see I got burned in the 
early spring and all my 
young offspring were kil- 
led. This place where I 
stand is no more thanmere 
desolation, blackened 
earth, charred debris ly- 
ing everywhere, 

Once a place of majes- 
tic beauty a beautiful re- 
creation area where peo- 
ple would come to enjoy 
their summer outings, 
where once we could see 
little children running and 
playing and having a won- 
derful time while mother 
and dad and many times 
grandpa and grandma would 
relax and prepare delicious 
food, It will be many 
years to come now before 
this area will be inviting 
again, Who would spread 
a picnic lunch in dust and 
ashes, they must look for 
some other place, No, 
campers did not cause this 
fire, as they always seem 
to be very careful. This 
fire was started by a fire 
bug, and he did not have 
four legs, this one had only 
two, 

Had it been for my size 
I would have fallen too, 
My burns were second de- 
gree and the pain was most 
severe, how do you feel 
when you get just a very 
small burn? You must know 
then my suffering was great 
How I would have liked to 
have cried for help, but 
you see I can’ttalk, Though 
time will be long maybe I 
will survive, Many years 
for a tree to grow tall, 
but only one minute to die 
and fall. Many times | 
have watched the wildlife 
gathering tood and playing 
in my branches and heard 
the songs of the birds as 
they were so ha’ sy here 
in their beautif 1 home, 
I even watched .he brook 
trout leaping and playing 
in a clear stream that was 
located nearby; but some-~ 
thing has happened, the 
trout no longer play in the 
stream, Burned ashes have 
polluted their homes and 


they have gone, probably 
dead, The wildlife have 
vanished in search of food 
and shelter and even the 
soil is beginning to leave 
caused by erosion, nothing 
left to hold the soil, No, 
this fire bug was not four 
legged, he only has two, 


This awful thing almost 
happened a short time:ago 
when a man wascarelessly 
burning in a field nearby, 
Che fire was left unatten- 
ded and became a wild fire 
but we were saved only by 
a few minutes, The fire 
fighters arrived just in 
time and brought the fire 
under control,

walk, the roaring flames 
came closer and closer, 
wildlife fleeing and

fire fighters: again came 


but too late to save many 
lives, but in the end saved 
many thousands, sure trees 
have life and are living 
beings, man and trees have 
the same creator, 

Even though we do not 
labor as you and here still 
you might have the advan- 


tage, though you may run ° 


to danger you can likewise 
run from danger, the trees 
cannot so then we could be 
about even, In the ruffling 
of our leaves andthe sway- 
ing of our branches thiswe 
do in praise toour creator, 
for you, the clapping of 
hands or the singing of a 
song, 

The fire continued to 
spread, the heat so severe 
and black smoke bellowed 
to the sky, The fire fight- 
ers never gave up and after 
several hours of hard work 
brought the fire under con- 
trol, The damage was great 
but could have been much 
worse, Now as a tree 
would say to man its now 
time for you and me to 
make a deal, 

Look around and see what 
I am giving to you, Why 
then can’t you at least give 
me protection, |.etmecall 
your attention once again 
to the many things [| am 
giving you less you forget, 
First, lumber for your 
homes, charcoal acetic, 
cresote, fiberboard, furni- 
ture, gum, plastic, lacquer, 
naval stores, paper, pitch, 
plywood, rayon, resin rub- 
ber, sap, tar, veneer, tru~ 
pentine, wood alcohol, be- 
sides recreation and a 
bounty of wildlife, Now for 
all of this I ask only one 
favor and that is protection. 
Sure you have the best end 
of the deal, If I can live 
and continue to give you so 
much then you must cer- 
tainly give me protection.
